It severely scores the Holy Father 
for not siding with one side of the belligerents early in the 
war; it re-states as a fact, what has been many times denied, 
that the Pope was constrained by Austria and Germany, first 
to keep quiet, and then to write a peace note favorable to 
them; it says that the Pope’s Peace Note of August 1, 1917, 
“was correctly interpreted by the American Nation and by 
President Wilson, the spokesman of all the Allies, as putting 
forth a false basis for a just and enduring peace’’; that the 
Pope (whom the Editor calls a hard name) “was chiefly bent 
on saving his fellow-autocrats at Vienna and Berlin’; that 
every one “not gagged or partisan is attributing to the Pope 
the insiduous influences emanating from the priestly friends 
of Austria and Italy’; that “almost simultaneously came the 
publication of Article XV of the treaty of 1915, in which the 
Allies agreed to Italy's request to exclude her enemy, the Holy 
See, from sharing in the final peace negotiations” 
fore “it is not strange that Rome should call upon her elder 
statesman (Cardinal Gibbons) here to come to her defense.”
